Scratches Should N ot be D isre­ 
garded; They May Lead to 
Serious Infections 
Among the most common of all 
conditions affecting the fingers 
is the one called a bone felon 
or "runround.” 
Usually the fin­ 
ger becomes infected through a 
wound or through damage to the 
sk in in some manner. 
In a recent series of cases, the [ 
first was the result of penetra­ 
tion of the thumb by a piece of 
wire; the second, penetration of 
the index finger with a safety 
pin; third, penetration of the in­ 
dex finger with a needle. 
After the penetration occurs, 
germs get into the wound and 
set up an infection. 
Usually lit­ 
tle attention is paid to the in­ 
jury until pus formation begins. 
Then there is swelling, tenseness, 
inflammation 
and 
pain. Home 
remedies are usually applied, such 
as painting with v arious antisep­ 
tics, 
heat-ing, 
boric 
acid pack s 
and similar treatm ents; but fre­ 
quently 
the 
condition becomes 
worse. 
W hat has happened is that the 
infection has penetrated to the 
bone and has inv olv ed the cov er- 
I ing of the bone.* 
* 
* 
Once an infection of this type 


j has occurred, there is little to 
be gained by moderate methods of 
treatm ent. It is absolutely neces­ 
sary 
to 
remov e the infection 
completely. 
This means not only 
ev acuation of all of the pus from 
¡the soft tissues, but, in some in­ 
stances, attention to the cov ering 
of the bone as well. 
Then it is 
necessary to apply wet dressings 
of hot antiseptic solutions for a 
long period to mak e certain that 
the infection is brought complete­ 
ly under control. 
Unless this is done, it is quite 
possible 
for 
the 
infection 
to 
spread up the hand and arm 
along the line of the lymphatics 
and to produce a generalized in­ 
fection of the entire body. 
Most of us lik e to think that 
we are big enough and strong 
enough 
to 
disregard 
minor 
scratches at the sk in or punc­ 
tures of the soft tissues of the 
body, but it is not safe to dis­ 
regard 
any 
penetrating 
injury 
because of the seriousness associ­ 
ated with generalized infections.

“Let us not allow foreign af­ 
fairs to divert our attention away 
from w hat is far more im p ortant 
to us, nam ely—the solution of 
our domestic p roblems.” 
W heeler p redicted th a t if the 
United States should become in­ 
volved in w ar in Europ e or Asia 
th at “there will be a blackout of 
American institutions—and p os­ 
sibly of democracy itself.” 
W heeler recommended develop ­ 
ment of the South American m ar­ 
kets, He said this could be done 
‘‘w ithout involvement in any en­ 
tanglem ents of foreign nations— 
without com m itm ents to any for­ 
eign nation.” 
“In this m anner we could build 
up our own domestic economy by 
p roviding 
g reater 
emp loyment 
and thereby increase our national 
income,” W heeler asserted. 
Build Economy 
On the p roblem of p roviding 
for “between nine and 10,000,000 
unemp loyed,” the Senator said 
that “either p rivate industry will 
furnish work to the unemp loyed 
or the governm ent m ust.” 
“Over three million of the un­ 
emp loyed are young men and wo­ 
men under the age of 24,” he 
said. “They have no immediate 
p rosp ect of jobs. Yet up on their 
welfare and morale rests the fu­ 
ture of the nation.' There cannot 
be any p erm anent p rosp erity or 
industrial p eace when millions 
are unemp loyed, facing suffering 
and misery.” 
W heeler 
contended th at 
the 
standard of living of “the great 
under-p rivileged segments of Am­ 
erican society” m ust be raised to 
p rovide not only the necessities, 
but the luxuries. 
“National leaders of industry, 
agriculture and labor should be 
called together to meet, and con­ 
fer, and recommend a p rogram 
by which we may achieve indus­ 
trial democracy and economic and 
social security,’.* he said. 
W heeler declared th at p rotec­ 
tion of freedom of sp eech and as­ 
sembly, and labor’s right to or­ 
ganize and bargain collectively 
remained “a cornerstone for the 
p reservation of our dem ocratic 
institutions.”

Recently The Register pub lished figures on the

could easily b e shown that the Christian 
costs of government and education in Orange ! forces are more active today than ever b efore. Cer 
county as they compared with other counties, 
namely Riverside and San Bernardino. 
These figures caused a numb er of people to lift 
an eyeb row and look around. Some of the fig­ 
ures that seemed high were easily explained. For 
instance, there was the county’s huge layout of 
money for flood control work. Presumab ly, this 
money was well invested as a form of insurance 
against & disaster such as occurred here in March 
of 19 38. 
A glance at the tax rate of the three counties 
showed a remarkab ly low rate in Orange c ou n ty- 
chief lv b ecause of its high assessed valuation—as 
compared with the other two counties. Tax ex­ 
perts and would-b e tax experts looked over the 
figures and said that a "per capita” b asis was no 
way to figure taxes. It remained, however, that 
the cost of government in Orange county, com­ 
b ined with all of the expenditures of the special 
districts and the school districts, was considerab ly 
higher than the costs of our neighb oring counties. 
Determined to drive home the point that, re­ 
gardless of how low the tax rate is—the county is 
spending too much tax money, The Register has 
secured additional figures on costs, in 12 of the 
state’s medium sized counties—ones most easily 
compared with Orange county. 
Here again we see some rem arkab le instances 
of county spending for government and educa­ 
tion. For instance: 
Your per capita tax for education is more than 
doub le that of San Diego county where the popu­ 
lation is more than.doub le that of Orange county; 
You pay $14.9 6 more than the San Joaquin 
county man pays to educate his child and here 
the difference in population is approximately 
9 .000 persons. 
You pay $6.11 more than a resident of Contra 
Costa pays to educate his child and here there 
are 46,000 FEWER people. 
Here are three counties, one comparatively 
large, one almost similar in population and one 
considerab ly smaller than Orange county—yet 
in every instance the per capita cost of education 
is less than that in Orange county. 
But tha t’s "per capita” cost and not a true 
b asis for tax computation, you say. 
Let’s try this then: 
San Diego county, with 357,340 people, spends 
$5.69 0.000 for education—Orange county, with 
136.000 people, spends $4,650,000. Taking the dif­ 
ference in total spending we have $1,040,000. The 
difference in population is 221,340. That leaves just 
a little more than one million dollars to educate 
San Diego county children from a family nearly 
twice as b ig as Orange county’s population. 
Here is a closer parallel: 
Sacramento county has 14,000 more people than 
Orange county. But which county spends more 
for education ? The answer is that Orange county, 
in 19 38, spent $400,000 MORE. 
Here’s another interesting item: 
San Joaquin county has nearly the same popu­ 
lation as Orange county. There is only ab out 9 ,000 
fewer people in San Joaquin county. Looks as 
though the cost of education ought to b e ab out 
the same? Guess again. In 19 38 Orange county 
spent $2,210,000 more than San Joaquin county. 
And that figure is not "per capita”—it is in 
good, and very hard to get, dollars and cents. 


THRIFT BEGINS— WHERE? 
This economy b usiness is fine. Yessir, it’s just 
what we need. The national b udget has got to 
b e b alanced. We've got to trim all along the line, 
except— 
And that one little word, "except,” is going 
to cause Congress more headaches than a decade 
of New Year's Eves. The old incantations are 
b eginning all over again. “Sure, cut the b udget. 
W e think it’s a swell idea—except in our depart­ 
m en t We can’t get along w ith a penny less. In 
fact, we were thinking tha t mayb e if we added—”

In short, they seem not to 
understand that the Kingdom of Heaven is within 
and is not found b y any mysticism b ut, as Shakes­ 
peare put it: 
"To thine own self b e true. And it m ust follow 
as the night the day, Thou canst not then b e false 
to any man.” 
The leaders of the church do not seem to un­ 
derstand the naturalness and im m utab ility of the 
laws of the Divine Architect. They seem to w ant 
to sub stitute their m utab le will for God’s laws. 
If the Christian Century editors really knew how 
smug and satisfied with themselves and their wis­ 
dom and their virtue the preachers really are, 
then they might have a different conception as 
to the causes of the failure of the church. 
At any rate, the article and the editorial in the 
Christian Century are interesting b ecause they 
focus attention on something tha t needs a very 
careful analysis and a frank and fearless exam i­ 
nation. There is a very definite cause for the 
failure of the church. 
It certainly would b e interesting to hear how

The 
extreme of ab surdity and puerility, 
it would seem, was reached in hitch­ 
ing the Wagner Law to the provision 
of the Constitution that gives the 
federal government the power to 
regulate interstate commerce. 
An employer is denied the con­ 
stitutional right of free speech b y 
the Wagner Law even to advise his 
employees with reference to organ­ 
ization, b ut radical communists may 
come in from an outside organiza­ 
tion, stir up strife, and form any type 
of antagonistic organization 
they 
please. The employer is denied the 
right of free speech in dealing with 
his employees on the ground that 
such exercise of his constitutional 
right might interfere in some mys­ 
terious way with interstate com­ 
merce. Under the profound esoteric 
decision of the Court, the harangues 
of radicals, communists and other 
enemies of the Constitution have no 
effect whatever on interstate com­ 
merce. But when a friendly em­ 
ployer, who gives his employees the 
b est opportunity they can find to 
earn an honest living, advises his co­ 
workers, he must b e deprived of his 
constitutional rights in the interest 
of interstate transportation. 
, 
Manufacturers under the Wagner 
Law are denied the constitutional 
right to go on the open market and 
employ the workers of their choice, 
and American citizens are denied the 
inalienab le right to sell their services 
to those who are anxious to b uy. The 
syndicalist Wagner Law creates a 
super-Supreme Court, presided over 
b y radical lab or leaders, who are 
given the authority to repudiate the 
constitutional rights of American 
citizens, when the exercise of such 
rights is displeasing to John L. Lewis 
and other lab or leaders of his type. 
This syndicalist monstrosity, mas­ 
querading as a law o f constitutional 
authority, should 
be repealed 
a s

o f all pro po rtio n to their share 
o f the respo nsibility . 
The dau gh­ 
ter u po n who m they lav ished lo v ­ 
ing care, fo r who m they sacrific­ 
ed perso nal pleasu re, fo r who m 
they sav ed 
mo ney 
they co u ld 
hav e u sed fo r familiy necessities, 
leav es co llege and marries the 
bo y leader o f the dance band. 
Father and mo ther are heart­ 
bro ken, ashamed, griev ed to the 
depths. 
There seems no way o f co m­ 
fo rting parents in su ch circu m­ 
stances. 
They feel that in so me 
way they failed the child. 
Ev en 
while they sco ld and cry they 
blame themselv es. 
If o nly they 
had do ne this, o r that, this bitter­ 
ness m ight no t hav e entered their 
liv es. 
Yet w hat co u ld they do 
tha t they left u ndo ne? 
The tru th mu st be faced. There 
are children who do no t fit into 
the scheme o f liv ing that seems 
go o d fo r them, in their parents’ 
minds. 
Usu ally 
the 
girl 
who 
leav es co llege to m arry the y o u ng 
band m aster sho u ld nev er hav e 
been in co llege at all. She sho u ld 
hav e been preparing fo r marriage 
by learning ho w to do the ho u se­ 
wo rk, ho w to care fo r hu sband 
and children, u nder her mo ther’s 
directio n. 
Wastefu l Use o f Yo u th 
Father and mo ther tho u ght a 
co llege 
edu catio n 
a wo nderfu l 
thing fo r the girl. 
It is go o d fo r 
her o nly if she is able to take it; 
If no t, it is abo u t as wastefu l and 
cru el a way o f u sing a child’s 
y o u th as can be fo u nd in a life­ 
time. 
When a child ru ns away 
he ru ns fro m so mething he do es 
no t like to ward so mething that 
pro mises him freedo m fro m its 
pu nishing pressu re. 
That ho lds 
tru e whether the ru naway is a 
bo y o r a girl. 
One o f the hardest facts a par­ 
ent has to admit is the o ne that 
1 declares his child 
an o rdinary - 
m o rtal - child with o rdinary gifts, 
o rdinary hu ngers, o rdinary ambi­ 
tio ns. Ev ery parent ho pes, wishes, 
ev en decrees, that his child is an 
ex trao rdinary child, gifted bey o nd 
all o thers. 
If he co u ld bring 
himself to see that his child is 
the u su al hu mr 
child happiest 
when do ing the o rdinary things 
that o rdinary peo ple like to do , 
with no special gifts to set him 
apart fro m the gro u p, he wo u ld 
get o n mu ch better. 
He wo u ld 
no t plan ambitio u s schemes fo r 
the child to the child's u ndo ing. 
He wo u ld no t find himself weep­ 
ing so me day becau se the child 
cracked u nder the strain and ran 
away , as he was bo u nd to do . 
Dash Into Tro u ble 
Ev en so , 
there 
are 
children 
who , 
cared 
fo r, 
trained and 
tau ght ev er so intelligently , break 
away 
and 
dish 
headlo ng 
into 
tro u ble. 
Marry the wro ng per­ 
so n, break a law and land in the

v erse is tru e. It is the u nderling 
that is in danger. 
A perso n who 
can acco mplish co nsiderably mo re 
than his neighbo r in a giv en time 
will after a while hav e so mu ch 
demand fo r his pro du cts that he 
will be able to pu t his neighbo r 
to wo rk fo r him. 
The mo st ef­ 
ficient will abso rb the least ef­ 
ficient. 
It is as u nreaso nable and u n­ 
reasoning to fear displacement o f 
labor by impo rtatio n o f 
cheap 
pxoducts o f cheap labo r as it is 
to fear the displacement o f labo r 
by the cheapening o f ho me pro d­ 
u cts by the u se o f labo r-sav ing 
machines. The effect o f o ne u po n 
the standard o f liv ing is precisely 
the same as the effect o f the 
o ther, and fo r precisely the same 
reaso ns. 
Acco rding to standard­ 
ized Marx ian argu ment, the ef­ 
fect o f labo r-sav ing machines is 
to decrease the demand fo r labo r. 
A 
machine, 
Marx 
argu ed, 
by 
which a capitalist can acco mplish 
by the labo r o f o ne hu ndred men 
what befo re the adv ent o f that 
machine requ ired o ne tho u sand 
men to acco mplish, displaces nine 
hu ndred men, and these nine hu n­ 
dred will 
remain 
u nemplo y ed. 
Bu t ex perience has clearly dem­ 
o nstrated that this is no t tru e. 
Mechanizatio n o f indu stries has 
increased the demand fo r labo r. 
The cheapening o f co mmo dities 
by mechanized pro du ctio n au g­ 
mented the pu rchasing po wer o f 
the pu blic and thereby au gm ent­ 
ed the demand fo r mo re and o th­ 
er co mmo dities. 
It mqst nev er 
be fo rgo tten that there is no lim­ 
itatio n to 
hu man 
wants o ther 
than that established by hu man 
ability to acqu ire. 
Where that 
ability is increased by lo wering 
the price to be paid fo r a co m­ 
mo dity , the 
demand 
fo r o ther 
and mo re co mmo dities is increas­ 
ed till the fu nds av ailable fo r 
pu rchase are abso rbed. 
So far as this law in co ncern­ 
ed it is immaterial whether the 
decrease o f the price is cau sed by 
a new machine o r by cheap labo r 
abro ad. 
In 
either 
case it 
is 
tru e that lo wering o f the price 
ex pands the m arket and thereby 
increases the 
demand fo r labo r. 
Who wo u ld deny that 
if we 
were to get co al free fro m so me 
fo reign co u ntry , we sho u ld pro fit 


to the ex tent it wo u ld co st u s 
to pro du ce it at ho m ef 
We 
sho u ld hav e at o u r dispo sal no t 
o nly the co al bu t the man-po wer 
which wo u ld hav e been requ ired 
to pro du ct it at ho me. 
The sav ­ 
ing wo u ld be u sed to pu rchase 
o ther co mmo dities which it wo u ld 
requ ire labo r to pro du ce. 
The 
lo ss o f the co al miners wo u ld 
be mo re than co mpensated fo r in 
all o ther indu stries thu s stim ­ 
u lated. 
In the last analy sis o u r 
sav ing 
fro m 
the 
transactio n 
wo u ld co nsist o f the co al and the 
pro du cts 
o f 
the 
sav ed man­ 
po wer. 
The same is tru e ev en 
if the impo rt is no t free bu t 
merely a t a lo wer price than that 
fo r which the co al co u ld be pro ­ 
du ced at ho me. 
The sav ing go es 
to stimu late o ther indu stries.*
